Biographical Sketches. 


From the Casket. 
GEN. HUGH MERCER. 
DERIVED FROM THE ENCYCLOPEDIA AMERICA- 
NA, OTHER MOST AUTHENTIC SOURCES. 


Hivcu Mercrr,a Brigadier General, in the 
American Revolutionary Army, was a native of 
Scotland. Ile was liberally educated, studied 
medicine, and acted as a surgeon's assistant in 
the memorable battle of Culloden. He em- 
grated from Scotland, not long after, to Penn- 
s\ilvama, and removed thence to Fredencks- 
burg, in Virginia, where he settled and married. 

e was engaged, with Washington, in the In- 
dian wars of +, &e.; and his children are ia 
posession of a medal, which was presented to 
um by the Corporation of the city of Philadel- 
plia, for lis good conduet as captain of a com- 
pany in the oxpedition agaist an Indian settle- 
ment, Kittanning conducted by Colonel Arm- 
strony in Septermber, L756, ' 

In one of the engagements with the Indians, 
Gen. Mercer was wounded in the right wrist; 
and having separated from his party, he found 
that there was danger of his being surrounded 
by hostile savages, whose war-whoop and yell 
imieated thetr pear approach Becoming faint 
from loss of blood, he took refuge in the theo 
trunk of tree. The Indians came to 
the spot where he was concealed, seated them- 
selves about for rest, and then disappeared.— 
Mercer tett hes hiding place and pursued his 
course through a trackless wild of about one 
hundred miles, until he reached Fort Cumber 
land. On lonely he subsasted on the 
handy of a vate! *wineh he met and killed

Gen. Mercer was about 
filty-six years of age when he sealed with his 
blood, his devotion to the cause of his adopted 
country. 

He was attended by the worthy and patriotic 
Dr. Beanjamia Rush, then with the army. He 
complained much of his head, and said to his sur- 
geon, * that there was the principal danger ;" 
and Dr. Rush always, after the Revolution, when 
detailing his attendance on this distinguished 
martyr, in hie bland and interesting manner, 
would state that there was no doubt but that his 
death was produced more immediately by the

Gen. Mercer, before he joined the northern 
army early in the year 1776, was zevlously en- 
| gaged in Virginia, in organizing military forces, 
{and was im the command of continental and

period, was the seat of the Colontal Government. 
, Some of its old and most respected citizens, who 
have passed off this stage of life but a very few 
years, were wont to relate an anecdote of him, 
which was strikingly characteristic of his pre- 
sence of mind, self-possession, promptitude, and 
superior lifieat as an accomphshed amd 

gallant officer, which his glorious death after- 
| wards so fuily establivhed, and which has given 
and memory a fame which will be 











to his name 
immortal. 
Among the troops which arrived at W illiams- 
burg was a company of Kiflemen, from beyond 
the tains, c ded by a Capt. Gibson; 
they were so \-sa- 


vage, and so restless and violent under any thin; 
like order and discipline, that, in contradistinc- 
tion, they were called “ Gibson's lambs." They 
had not n long in camp before a rebellion and 
mutiny broke out among them, which produced 
a serious alarm and excitement among the nha bi- 
tants of that refined and polished city. This 
band of sokhery were hke so many bears and 
wolves let loose from the mountains; and they 
threatened to shoot down any officer who should 
attempt to exercise any authority over them.— 
Ao olicer was despatched to Gen. Mercer's 
quarters, (then Colonel Mer>er) to inform him 
of the condition of the camp. He told the officer 
tu report, that he should attend to this matier in 
person. He immediately girded on his sword 
and repaired to the barracks of this mutinous 
band, whilst there was much uneasiness in the 
= tor his safety. He ontered a general pa- 
rade of the troops, and Gibson's Company to be 
drawn up as offenders and violators a the disci- 
' pline of the army, and to be disarmed in his pre- 
sence. He had the ringleaders placed under a 
| strong guard; in presence of the whole, addres- 
j sed them 10 eloquent and feeling terms upon the 
| great cause in which they had engeged— pointed 
out to them their duties as citizen soldiers, and 
| the certainty of death, ut they conunued to diso- 
| bey their officers, and remained in that mutinous 
| spirit so disgraceful to them, and hazardous to 
the sacred interests they had marched to defend. 

It has been often related, that such was his 
| digmty, with so much firmness and determmia- 
thon manifested by his course and well-timed ad- 
dress, on this trying occasion, with such a blend- 
ing too of kindness and benevolence in his 
manner, that this dangerous body of men be- 
came softened in their disposition and character,

When 
in a large company, on a particular occasion, 
and the conversation turning on prominent men 
of the Amertean Revolution, one of the company 
observed to him, * that he (Gen. Lafayette) was 
of course acquainted with Gen. Mercer,” not 
recollecting, at the moment, that La Fayette did 
not arrive ithe United States until after the 
battle of Princeton. “Oh no,” said the general, 
“you know that Mercer tellin January, 1777, 
and | reached the United States in the spring 
following; but on my arrival, J found the army 
and whole country eo full of hia name, that an un- 
preanon has always been left upon my mind since, 
that I was personally acquainted with him.” 

Itiwwa fits wea A and interesting fact, that 
two venerable and highly respectable sisters of 
the Society of Frieuds,are living, at the advanc- 
ed ages of eighty and eighty-four, io the viewuity 
ot Princeton, at whose house Gea.

No better deseription could be found than that 
furnished by Mrs. Lashington, in her recent 
very interesting account of her overland jour- 

j ney from India to England, bewmg the frst lady 
who ever ventured on the trip. It has been re- 
published in Waide's Circulating Library. 

Our cavalcade consisted of ninety-sin cam- 
els, besides many asses,—neo great pumber, when 
it is to be recollected we carried with us tents, 
clothes, wine, water, and proviswns, The cap- 
tain, and one of the officers of the Palinurus, had 
Jowed our party, and with them several Las- 
cars, whe were of great we im pitching our 
tents, &c. &e.
